have re-affirmed their determination 
to continue the struggle until the 
evil of Nazi tyranny has been des- 
troyed; NOW KNOW YE that We, 
by and with the advice of our Privy 
Council for Canada, have thought fit 
to ordain and declare and do by this 
Our Proclamation ordain and declare 


that the week commencing Wednes- 
day the 10th of September and end- 
ing on Wednesday the 17th of Septem 
bér, inclusively, in the presé@nt year, 
be observed throughtout oug Domin- 


ion of Canada in national our for 
those who on jand, sea and ig the air

We, 
as civilians, must be prepared to ‘re- 
strict our expenditures and simplify 
our mode of living so that these es- 
sential “Four M’s” can be released 
to drive forward production of war

Grain cutting in the Prairie Pro- 
vinces is well advanced and is esti- 


-|mated to be 85 per cent completed, 


but frequent rains during the past 
two. wocks 
operatiois, which are not more than 
30 per cent finished, with Manitoba 
furthest. ahead. The Sanford Evans 
Statistical Agency’s preliminary sur- 
vey indicates a wheat crop of 286,- 
000,000 bushels, with grades averag- 
ing No, 2 to 3 Northern, Grades were 
adversely affected by extreme heat 
in July and the wet weather now pre- 
valent is causing some bleaching. Re- 
have improved the feed 
situation in poor. crop districts. and 
have been beneficial to pastures. Su- 
gar beets in Alberta and Manitoba 
are progressing favourably. In the 
Province of Quebec, the harvesting of 
grain is nearing completion in most 
districts and average yields of good 
quality are reported, Root crops are 
making good progress, with normal 
yields in prospect, While early ap- 
ples are plentiful, the crop of jlate 
varieties is now reported to be below 
average, In Ontario, pastures and 
late crops have benefited considerably 
by recent intermittent rains; these, 
however, have delayed threshing in 
some districts. Root crops and fruits 
generally are progressing satistactor- 
ily, Soii conditions are now favour- 
able for cultivation, and in the winter 
wheat areas seeding has already be- 
gun, The season is two weeks ahead 
of normal. In the Maritime Provinc- 
es, harvesting has been delayed by 
adverse weather conditions, but re- 
ports on all crops are favorable and 
average or better returns are indicat- 
ed. In British Columbia, wet weath- 


er has delayed threshing of grain, the} 


yield of which is below average. 
Roots and vegetables’ generally give 
good premise, apples are sizing and 
coloring well and stone fruits are of 
good quality and yield. 

In Alberta cutting is well advanced 
and threshing has’ commenced, but 
in most districts delays have occur- 


red, owing to héavy rains, and a per-* 


iod of dry weather would be welcome.

’ In part General McNaughtor's ca- 
ble stated: “It is most satis/actory 
to «now that atiention in Canada is 
being concentrated on Basic Tiaih- 
ing, which is of fundamental import- 
ance.” He was referring to the cure 
ful progression of training which has 
a rigid regulation’ that every. resruit 
must be ‘trained for two months in 
the basi: weapons and fundamentals 
of soidiering (no matter to which arm 
of the service the recruit belongs, 
many of which were taught only to 
the Infantrymen. Because even 
‘troops far in the rear must protect 
themselves in five directions, north, 
south, east, west—and from above — 
every officer or man is taught the 
infantryman’s personal weapons, the 
rifle, bayonet, revolver, Bren and 
Lewis gun, Tommy gun, anti-tank 
rifle and anti-aircraft machine.gun.

farmers, for instance, have Garnet 
mixed with the fine new varieties, 
ani other farmers are growing a 
mixture of an early variety, such as 
Red Bobs, and a later maturing vari- 
ety such as Marquis, Thatcher, Re- 
nown, Regent arid Apex. 

Mixtures of early and late varieties 
make it impossible for the farmer to 
harvest his crop to the pest advan- 
tage. Hither he loses grade, because 
of green unripe kernels of the later 
maturing variety, or he loses both 
yield ana grade, because of the shat- 
tering of the overripe variety, and 
because of shrunken kernels.

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BELGIANS TRAIN IN CANADA 
%O RIGHT ON AGAINST HUN: 


JOLIETTE, P.Q,—In a combination 
symbolic of the free world’s fight 
against German tyranny, the tricolor 
flag of Belgium is flying today be- 
side the Union Jack in this coruer of 
French-speaking Canada, 

A unit of the Belgian Army, smali, 
but with the fire of patriotism burn. 
ing fiercely in the heart of each sol- 
dier, is training here to do its bit in 
the job of smashing the Nazi grip 
upon its Fatherland and other op- 
pressed countries of Europe, 

it ig an army mustered from the 


ends of the earth, This writer saw, | 


standing side by side on the parade 
ground, one recruit from the Peace 
River district, in Canada’s Far Noith, 
and another from the little island of 
Terra del Fuago, lying off Cape Horn, 
the southernmost tip of the Americas. 

Tt would be-hard to find a more 
oddly assorted group of men called 
togetner in a single purpose. . Most 
have been away from their homeland 
a long time, some have never seen it, 
Serving as privates in the ranks are 
engineers, students, scientists, plant- 
ers, bushmen from the Canadian 
North and even a Belgian nobleman, 

Count Elie de Borchgraeve — now 
Corporal de Borchgraeve—fought in 
the defence of Belgium and made his 
escape, when his country fell, through 
southern France and Spain to Portu- 
gal, where he boarded a ship and rode 
in the steerage to South America, 

He landed in Brazil, with scarcely 
enough money to buy a square meal. 
But the Count, being an ‘excellent 
golfer, turned his skill. into some 
ready cash by opening a small golf 
schoo]. Before long he had landed an 
additional job as special golf instruc- 
tor to Fresident Vargas and under 
such distinguished patronage his golf 
school soon developed into a highly 
prefitable business. 

“It wae really growing into some- 
thing big when the call went out for 
Belgian nationals in Brazil—and here 
I am,” relates the Count, who speaks 
with an Oxford accent acquired dur- 
ing his student days in England, 

Anotuer interesting recruit in the 
Joliette training centre is Leg Cau- 
welaert, who is also a corpora! and 
proud of his stripes. He is the son 
of Dr. Frans Van Cauwelaert, Speak- 
er of the House of Representatives 
and Minister of State in the Belgian 
Government at the time of the inva- 
sion, Cauwelaert was among the 
first dozen to arrive at Joliette when 
the camp was set up, He was living 
with his family ‘in the United States 
when the call went out for recruits, 

Lieut. L. J, Abraham, one of the 
camp officers, was studying in the 
United States under a Rockefeller 
Foundation scholarship, He forsook 
his studies to serve his country. 
Captain Charles Andre, commandant 
of the camp, left an important posi- 
tion in the Hollywood movie industry. 
Thus reads the roll-call of these men, 
who are now impatiently awaiting the 


day when they can go into action 
against the oppressors of their coun- 
try. 

The Belgians wear the same uni- 
forms as those of Canadian soldiers 
and are issued the same equipment, 
all of which is paid for by the Bel- 
gian government. The Belgians Ahare 
their cemp with a French-Canadian 
unit, 

In Canada they are given primary 
training only, They will receive more 
advanced instruction when they ar- 
rive in’ England, where they will join 
the main Belgian force. Already Bel- 
gian soldiers have fought at the side 
of the British and Free French in 
Africa, Belgium's Congo : troops 
helped rout the Italians from Abby- 
sinia and received the. praise of Gen- 
eral Sir Archibald Wavell,. 

With the purpose of preparing 
them to fit in at the side of the Bri- 
tish forces, officers of the Joliette 
Camp give the soldiers their orders. 
in English and the drills are the 
same as those practised by Canadian 
soldiers, A Canadianofficer is at- 
tached to the unit as a liaison man
